Without operating on your clothes 


you may make tho experiment in tha 
following way: Fill a small vial with 
sulphide of carbon, talcing great caro to 
do it far from all flame or heated stove. 
Then close the bottle with a cork stopper 
tlirough which you have previously bored 
a small hole. In this hole place a piece 
of blotting paper made up into a small 
roll. The paper must reach to the bot- 
tom of tho bottle and about an inch 
above the cork. Within 15 minutes you 
will see the outside of this paper cover- 
ed with snow, tho quantity of which 
gradually increases. Tho liquid has risen 
through the pores of the paper as the oil 
of a lamp through the wick. When it 
gets to the open air, it evaporates, and 
the water contained in the surrounding 
atmosphere, being brought to si temper- 
ature below 33 degrees, has been frozen. 
If you divide tho paper outside of the 
bottle into several pieces, you obtain 
.lowers and most charming effects. You 
may make tho experiment in sumnipr 
and in tho full rays of the sun. Tho re- 
sult will be obtained then more prompt- 
ly, evaporation being more abundant.— 
ok Louis Post-Dispatch.

WHAT 18 REDUMPTION? 


Mr. Spaulding, who was chairman of 


the Sub-Committee of Finance and 
father of the present greenback law, 
tells what redemption is in the follow- 
ing language: 


Every time a hundred-dollar bill 


passes from one person to another, it 
Is a practical redemption of it by the 
person who takes it. Every time a 
merehmt at Chicago pays to a farmer 
five i ur.dred dollars in national cur- 
rency for a carload of wheat, the farmer 
by the operation redeems such national 
currency, not in greenbacks nor in 
gold, but ia a commodity better thati 
•ither, namely, wheat, a staple article, 
useful to all. So every merchant ID 
New York that sells a bale of cotton 
goods und receives his pay for it in 
currency, redeems such currency, not 
in the way that banks redeem it, but 
in cotton goods, which is far better, be- 
cause it performs the true functions of 
money by facilitating the ligitiinate 
sale of commodities. So every timt 
that a merchuut or a manufacturer 
puye his internal revenue tax to tht 
United States collector in national 
currency, the Government 
redeems? 


such currency by receiving and dis- 
charging each tax. So every mechanic 
or laborer that receives national cur- 
rency for his services redeems such 
currency by the labor performed. So 
it will be seen that just so long as the 
national currency is practically re- 
deemed every day in its passage from 
hand to hand in the payment of i-om- 
modities and services, and in the rami- 
fied operations of trade and business- 
both with the Government and tht 
people whose operat ions it greatly facili- 
tates, there is not the slightest neces- 
sity of rbsorting to the expensive and 
risky operation of assorting and send- 
ing it home for redemption.

It has a surface area of 135 square 
miles, w iich by a darn at its outlet can 
be i t raa>e I to 200 square miles. This 
lake i-> capable of supplying water for 
all the laud in Nevada to which water 
from I ho T"uckee river can be convey- 
ed by irrigating canals. By a dam at, 
the outlet of the lako the water can be 
raised six or eight feet in the spring 
season when the snows are melting and 
sufficient water can be stored for all 
practical purposes. The time is doubt- 
less not far distant when capital will 
lliicl it profitable to store in this great 
natural reservoir the waters which now 
course unused in the Truckee to Pyra- 
mid Lake, and there evaporate. At 
present, however, farmers say that in 
c o isequeuce of the low prices of their 
I r^l'i'^s therj is not much induce- 
m nt tr>r increasing the area of their 
arablj lands. 


AGAINST RAILROAD POOLING. 


The 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 


Paul, the 
Wabash, 
St. Louis and 


Pacific and five other railroads signed 
u pooling agreement in 1893, the divis- 
ion to be on the traffic. Ju the course 
of business the Wabash carried more 
than its share and the IViihvrukee car- 
ried less. The pool commissioner de- 
cided that the Wabash should pay the 
Milwaukee $18,50 i to equalize the busi- 
ness. This the Wabash refr.t-e I to do 
and the Milwaukee brought suit iu th-o 
United States Court for t.i" eastern 
distridt of Missouri to recover the 
amount. The Court dec'ded against 
the plaintiff and the case was taken to 
the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals. That Court has affirmed the 
decision of the lower Court. It holds 
that ti.e action was based on an illegal 
contract, which is contrary to law and 
public policy, and the courts will not 
lend their aid to enforce it. 


This ought to suppress the railroad 
pooling business, winch is a combina- 
tion to keep up frpights ani fares, but 
it is doubtful if .t has that ede^t.

Coxey in the Senate—Allen's Resolution

WASHINGTON, May 9 —Coxey, Browne 


and Jones, convicted in the police 
court, were in the lobby of the Senate 
when it met to-day, anticipating fur- 
ther action on their case in connection 
with Allen's resolution. 


On motion of Gray of Delaware the 


bill authorizing Bear Admiral Walker 
and Surgeon Rufus Trayon of the navy 
to accept decorations from Venezuela 
for humane service to wounded Vene- 
zuelans, was passed; also the bill au- 
thorizing the crew of the life saving 
station at Hog Island, Va., to accept a 
medal from Spain for saving life from 
a wrecked Spanish vessel. 


Berry of Arkansas allowed these bills 


to go through under protest. He in- 
sisted that nothing should be per- 
mitted to interfere with the tariff bill. 
Those who opposed iMuall as those 
who approved, were anxious for action.

Proposed Utilization of the Sierra takes. 


This subject has been mooted during 


several years, and the project, if carried 
out, would be of incalculable benefit to 
the State. In Western Nevada the use 
as re&ervoirs of the Sierra lakes, etc., 
has been projected on a massive ecale. 
Without indorsement the outlined 
plans are presented. 
In surveying 


Donner Uke and the valley an eleva- 
tion of 20 feet above the present lake 
is obtained. This will make a reser- 
voir of over five square miles, with an 
average depth of 40 feet, holding an 
estimated volume of 5,575,680,000 cubic 
feet of water in a natural land locked 
basin. The elevation is 5,88u feet above 
sea level. The outlet will be a high- 
line canal along the benches on the 
north side of Truckee to the plateaus 
north and northeast of the place and 
to the east of Boca and Verdi, crossing 
Prosser Creek and the Little Truckee 
river. There can be selected reser- 
voirs at that point in which water 
enough can be stored to fill Dog Valley. 
This will ultimately become available 
for the valleys and plateaus north and 
east 
of Reno. 
A dam across the 


Truckee river about one mile above 
the Central Pacific depot is also located 
to nmke a reservoir three miles in 
length along the Truckee Valley. The

DEATH 


He Passed Away at Caraon Yesterday 


Morning. 


The death of Harry Cobb in Carson 


yesterday has cast a gloom not only 
over Carson but in every town where 
there is a Pythian Castle in Nevada. 
He was a leader in the rising Order of 
Pythians in Nevada, having occupied 
the highest positions in the saire, be- 
ing at the time of his death one of the 
two Sepreme Reoresentatives from 
this State. 
Always earnest, zealoas 


and enthusiastic for the Order, he was 
a tower of strength among the Knights 
by whom he was universally loved. 


As a man and as a citizen he was 


hardly less esteemed, 
souled, considerate of 


Genial, whole- 
the needs and 


the south side of Truckee river, along 
the benches and high foothills south 
of Truckee city, around the Marquis 
plateau and meadows into Marquis 
creek, which flows into the Truckee 
river near Boca, about ten miles below 
Truckee. This canal through Truckee 
and along the 
hill-sides may also 


afford an excellent water power for 
mills, etc., for a mile or more before 
being used on the plateaus, and again 
entering the Truckee river offer an 
ample supply for Trurkee Meadows, or 
it can be carried by a higher line canal 
to and around the Washoe basin here 
in Western Nevada. 


The dam, with the reservoir it will 


create in the Truckee, taken in con- 
nection with Donner lake, will store 
nearly or quite 6,000,000,000 cubic feet; 
quite sufficient for the supply of all 
lands now under ditch or available 
therefor, as weljl as the reclamation of 
at least 1,000,000 more. Lake Tahoe, 
by a dam at its outlet near Tahoe City, 
can readily be raised eight feet. It 
has a drainage basin tributary to its 
supply of at least 5,000 square miles. 
Lake Tahoe should be held in reserve— 
the great storage reservoir which will 
meet extraordinary needs. Over one- 
third of its area is within the bound- 
aries of Nevada. A tunnel has been 
proposed to lead into the Carson 
Valley, by which the water stored can 
be drawn from its depths at least a 
thousand 
feet 
below 
the surface. 


Three lines across the Sierras between 
Lake Tahoe and Carson Valley have 
been run, the best being near the south- 
east portion of Lake Tahoe and the 
head of Carson Valley, all in the State 
of Nevada, locating a tunnel ten by ten 
feet, with a crown of two feet in the 
center. The open cut from the lake to 
the entrance of the tunnel will be 4,200 
fpet; the length of the tunnel 17,331 
feet, or*3.45 miles, the tunnel and cut 
having a grade of two feet per mile. 
The exit of the tunnel on the Carson 
Valley, or east side, is to be 1,500 feet 
above the valley. The above is only a 
portion of an intention which, if per- 
ected, would settle the question for- 
ver of irrigation in a large section of 
Nevada.

A Complicated System of Buttons, Ban* 


ners and Coats of Arm* "Which Are Used 
to Designate Rank—Confusion Oeca- 
oioned by the Farchase of Insignia*. 
"Nothing is more complicated than 


Chinese etiquette," said Dr. Edward 
Bedloe, ex-consul to Amoy. "A master 
0f Oebrett and Burke is a novice beside 
B Celestial master of ceremonies. Never- 
theless the latter's system is definite, if 
elaborate, and he has many official land- 
marks whereby to shape his course. One 
of the most important of these is tte 
button which is wont by every mandarin 
on the top of Ms hat. Each of the nine 
ranks has ita particular button, and the 
second degree of the first and second 
ranks are also marked by separate but- 
tons. The official list is as follows: 


"First 
I lank—First degree, light coral red 


button; - ocond degree, deep coral red button. 


"Seco: I Rank—First degree, light crimson 


button: bucond degree, dark crimson button. 


"Third Hank—Both, light clear blue. 
"Fourth Rank—Dark Prussian blue. 
"Fifth—Quartz, glass or crystal. 
"Sixth—Opaque white. 
"Seventh and Eighth—Gilded, yellow or gold. 
"Ninth—Silver or silver white. 
"It will be seen that a red button in- 


dicates high rank. The rank in general 
is personal rather than official. Thus, 
for example, a taotatship is an office of 
the third rnnk, and its button is a light,, 
clear blue. Yet many taotatis, if not a 
majority of tha class, are decorated with 
red buttons. It even happens that a per- 
son of the second rank, through misfor- 
tune or political vicissitudes, will hold 
an office of the fifth or sixth rank. In such 
a case he would still wear his red button, 
and in many official events would be 
preceded by an official of a dark blue or 
crystal button. 
For thia reason it ia 


oft^ti very difficult to tell the official 
rank of mandarins by their buttons. 
Nor is the difficulty lessened by the em- 
broidered insignia upon the wearing ap- 
parel. This is more elaborate than the 
buttons, but, like tho latter, does not 
discriminate between rank and position. 


"To overcome the difficulty the Chi- 


nese resort to several expedients. One ia 
the card on which is written a full state- 
ment of the owner's rank, degrew and 
position. Such a card in English might 
read, 'Smith, baronet, judge of session, 
Devon.' Another consists of having the 
same facts painted upon the lanterns 
with which all chairs are provided. 
These can be read with equal ease day 
or night. The third is used for the in- 
formation of the public and consists in 
having the name and all titles carved 
in large, bold characters on long red 
boards, which are carried by coolies. 
Mandarins who have received many hon- 
ors will frequently have aa many as 20 
of these red boards. Where an official 
has retired from service he is still en- 
titled to place these boards at the en- 
trance of his residence. A fourth mode 
resembles the preceding and applies to 
junka or vessels in which a mandarin 
travels. 
The characters are written 


upon flags, which are fastened to the 
mast and elsewhere in lieu of ordinary 
bunting. 
"When the present governor 


of Formosa left Shanghai on the steamer 
Smith, no less than 30 banners of this 
olass were flung to the breeze from the 
masts and other parts of the boat. 


"The embroidered insignias of rank 


and position are placed upon the front 
and back of official robes. They must 
be of the finest workmanship and so well 
executed as to show the design clearly 
and accurately. 
The general design for 


a civil officer is a bird, and for a mili- 
tary official o, quadruped animal. The 
civil list is aa follows, ranks and not de- 
grees being discriminated: 


"Flrat—A Mantchoorian crane. Second—A 
golden pheasant. Third—A peacock. Fourth 
—A wild goose. 
Fifth—A silver pheasant. 
Sixth —A young egret. 
Seventh—A quail. 
Eighth—A long tailed jay. iNinth—An oriole. 


"The military list runs: 
'First—A unicorn. Second—A lion. Third— 


A leopard. Fourth—A tiger. Fifth—A block 
U8ar. Sixth—A tiger cat. Seventh—A mottled 
bear. Eighth—A seal. Ninth—A rhinoceros. 


"These insignias have been used from 


time immemorial, while the buttons are 
a creation of the Mantchoo conquerors of 
China. It is a singular fact that both 
the lion and the rhinoceros are strangers 
to the latter country. The limit of their 
habitat seems to be the Ganges and to 
have been so sine? 1M tertiary period. 
The knowledge '»f t'.: ^ae animals by the 
Chinese wnp re' -xired long before the 
Christian <".*, \viienlargefleetsofjunks, 
naval, pira.ce or commercial, went from 
Canton to nearly every port in Hindoo- 
stan and often brought back these and 
other wild beasts alive. 


"A cause of confusion in the use of 


buttons and insignias lies in the ever in- 
creasing power of wealth to secure these 
honors by purchase. Originally they 
meant pedigree, military heroism, gener- 
alship or intellectual ability, literary 
culture or eminent philanthropy. Their 
ownership indicated distinction of some 
kind to a high degree. This is so no long- 
er. Ambitious officials are permitted to 
wear them in high honorary ranks. In 
Canton and Hankow several magistrates 
of the seventh rank have purchased the 
right and now wear light blue buttons. 
One, 
a very rich Cantonese, uncon- 


sciously reflects upon the decadence of 
the Hues by using as a button a magnifi- 
cent sapphire worth a king's ransom. 
Even private citizens are allowed to grat- 
ify their vanity in this manner. A 
wealthy tea taster in Tamsui, whose ed- 
ucation would not allow him to become 
an official of the lowest cla«3, secured the 
privilege of wearing a dark blue button 
by paying a heavy sum of money to the 
powers that be. He is said to have paid 
down $30,000 for the banbte,"—Wash- 
ington Post.

From Cleopatra Down Women Have Ke- 


sorted to the Dangerous Practice. 


The art of dyeing the hair is at least 


as old as the time of Christ. It was by 
resorting to such aids to beauty that Cle- 
opatra tried to capture Cassar. All 
through, history ladies of fashion have 
tried to improve upon nature by artifi- 
cially coloring that which St. Paul tells 
us is their glory. 


In the heyday of Venice the facile 


beauties of the city of the lagoons dyed 
their hair a red, to which Titian was not 
ashamed to affix his name. 


The belle of belles in that day had red 


hair — not bright red, but a dull red — 
with glints of crimson. More recently — 
almost in our own time- -a rage arose for 
bright blond hair, as to which there waa 
a tradition that it had been popular with 
the Greek hetairae. 


Blond heads blocked the thorough- 


fares, and young ladies of good repute 
did not disdain to employ the dyer until 
his services were monopolized by another 
class. In our day the popular color is a 
bright shade of auburn — the blond cen- 
dre of the boulevards — and silly girls go 
through martyrdom to impart that tint 
to their locks. For the popularity of 
blond hair the argonaut finds this ex- 
cuse, that it is rarer than black or brown 
hair and finer. Everybody knows that 
the legend of the golden fleece was sug- 
gested by the ardor with which Jaaon 
and other Greek connoisseurs pursued 
the blond haired maidens of Colchis. 


Almost all hair dyes consist of sulphur 
and acetate of lead, both of which are 
injurious to so delicate a plant as human 
hail-. A steady course of either will im- 
oair the vitality of the hair papilla and 
inay' destroy the medulla altogether. 
Women w'*-° bleach their hair use per- 
oxide of hydrogen, which after a time 
imparts an unnatural and wiglike luster 
to the hair. A more dangerous dye still 
has for its basis nitrate of silver. 


When this is used, the hair is first 


washed with sulphuret of potassium. 
The nitrate is applied while it is still 
wet. In all these cases the drug is adul- 
terated with a pigment of the desired 
color, and tho effect for the time ia to 
substitute tliat color for the natural hue 
of the cortical substance or hair bark. 
It need hardly be said that the effect of 
a continued use of such medicaments ia 
to enfeeble and ultimately to rot the root 
sheaths. Baldness then ensues, and for 
that science has discovered no remedy. — •

Red Men of Guiana. 


There aro Btill ' 'red men'' in Guiana, 


according to Mr. Smith Delacour's re- 
port—descendants of the inhabitants at 
tho time of ita discovery. They are ap- 
parently of throe or more separate ori- 
gins. . 


The oldest inhabitants are believed to 


be tlio, Warraus, who lead aeemiamphib- 
ions life, without agriculture and rath- 
er aa ficjhers than as hunters. Where 
these people came from is not known. 
Of more certain origin are the second 
sot, tho Arawacks, who were driven 
southward from the West Indian is- 
lands. After them came a whole series 
of Carib tribes, who were also forced 
southward from the West Indies. Just 
before the advent of the Europeans the 
last of the Carib tribes made its appear- 
ance, and its people were known as the 
"True Caribs." 


In life and surroundings there is no 


great difference between any of the ex- 
isting tribes. They live in small family 
groups, the mutual relations of the mem- 
ber.* being admirably regulated by a 
very decided though unwritten c««ie. 
They pass perfectly simple lives, the 
happiness of which seems to be enhanced 
by tho inevitable collisions with other 
tribes. A sufficiency of food is procured 
by hunting and fishing and a primitive 
kind of agriculture. Their houses, adds
